EVENTS - 


April 1970: A general meeting was held on April 26 at the Suehiro Restaurant, Japan Center, 
San Francisco for the purpose of formally organizing the M. I, S. Association of Northern 
California, The pro-tem officers of the Steering Committee (selected at an earlier, inform- 
al meeting) were: Tom Sakamoto, Chairman; Noby Yoshimura, Vice Chairman; John Yamauchi, 
Treasurer; Tad Hirota, Secretary; and, Paul Ohtaki, Editor of M. I, S. Intelligencer, 

The meeting was scheduled as a result of the tremendous response to a letter of inquiry 
regarding the feasibility and desirability of formally establishing an Association, This 
letter was dispatched to known former MIS members during the Fall of 1969. More than 80 
members forwarded membership dues ($5.00 per year) and many attended meetings in San Fran- 


cisco, coming from distant points such as Sacramento, Watsonville, Salinas, Monterey, San 
Jose and Saratoga joining those residing in the immediate Bay Area. ) (See Vol. 1, No. 1,

24 May 1970: The Articles of Incorporation, authored by Shiro Tokuno, was approved and 
authenticated by all members present in San Francisco, Skeets Oji and Marshall Sumida, 


Program Committee, presented the KEEP (Kiyosato Educational Experiment Project) Fund Drive 
Proposal which was unanimously approved,
